Greenbelt's annual Fourth of July Celebration promises to be 
exciting and fun-filled. Music, fireworks, and athletic events will 
bring the city together and afford everyone the opportunity for a 
good time. 


Project Speeding Up 

Upon the request of the developers of the Greenbriar apart¬ 
ment project, the Prince Georges County Planning Board on June 
23 approved a Technical Staff report recommending an alternative 
plan for handling the sewage needs of the project. On April 12, 
the County Planning Board had recommended denial of a pumping 
station and force main sewage line for the project that would 
have used the Anacostia drainage basin and Blue Plains Waste¬ 
water Treatment Plant. 

Both treatment facilities are cur- 


The annual festivities will begin 
with a band concert at 7:30 p.m. on 
Sunday, followed by fireworks, 
which are scheduled to begin at 
dark, approximately at 9 p.m.

The best view of the fireworks 
will be from the Lake Park. In 
addition, those residents who have 
permits for boats are welcome to 
watch the display from the water. 

The Police Department wishes to 
remind people that it is both dan¬ 
gerous and illegal for private citi¬ 
zens to set off fireworks. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band, un¬ 
der the direction of John Dcl- 
hornme, will open the program. 
They will perform “Liberty Bell 
March,” “Universal Judgement/’ 
“Glow Worm,” “Irish Tune from 
County Derry,” “Prelude and Fu¬ 
gue in G iMnor” by Bach, “My Rc- 
gards”^which features a saxophone 
solo, “Latin American Fantasy,” 
and “Bugler’s Holiday.” The pro¬ 
gram will end with that annual 
favorite, “1812 Overture.” The 
City crew' will again set off fire¬ 
crackers for the cannon shot called 
for in the composition. 

Parking will be permitted in the 
parking lot at the lake, along Crre¬ 
cent Read, and if the land is dry, 
on the field below' the dam and the 
field south of the new city build¬ 
ing. A policeman will be on hand 
to help direct parking. Those 
Greenbelt residents who live in 
walking distance from the Lake 
are encouraged lo walk, because of 
the large crowds the celebration 
attracts. 

The “Firecracker Tournament” 
will be held July 2. 3. 4 on Braden 
Field. Eight softball teams will 
participate in this tournament. The 
Boys’ Club will be selling refresh¬ 
ments. 

A tennis tournament will also be 
held July 2-5.

GHI Board Discusses 
Financial Matters

The operating forecast for the 
first three months of 1971 was re¬ 
viewed by the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. board of directors at its reg¬ 
ular meeting June 24. Approximate¬ 
ly $1000 was spent above the am¬ 
ount forecast for this period. The 
deficit was accounted for by not¬ 
ing that sales department fees 
were down (all real estate sales 
have been down during these three 
months, manager Roy Breashears 
stated) and services sold to the 
Greenbelt Development Corpora¬ 
tion were above the forecast. (The 
painting of the exterior of the GDC 
apartments accounted for most of 
the $300 spent that was not fore¬ 
seen in the budget.) Breashears 
stated that he felt GHI would 
catch up in the summer and break 
even by the end of the year. 

Finance committee chairman 
Darwin Beck reported that over 
the past 20 years about $13,000 in 
profit has been realized by the 
corporation from the resale of 
homes which GHI had repurchased. 
This money has gone into the gen¬ 
eral cash fund. His committee 
recommended, and the board ap¬ 
proved a motion, to the effect that 
this money should be put into a 
special revolving fund which would 
be used for repurchasing units 
when necessary and for short-term 
loans to members, thereby earning 
interest. 

The finance committee also plans 
to investigate the possibility of en¬ 
larging the scope of the financial 
audit, which might eliminate some 
of the work proposed in the man* 
agment audit. 

An ad hoc committee will be 
formed to make recommendations 
to the board on the six proposals 
received from the management- 
consulting firms seeking the 
contract to perform the manage¬ 
ment-audit for GHI, The survey 
bids range from $8,000 to $27,000. 
depending on the scope. 

Membership Approval 

The membership approval sys¬ 
tem has been questioned by board 
director Janet James. Miss James’ 
concern stems from the fact that 
the board, at the time of member¬ 
ship approval, knows little of the 
person to be approved other than 
his name, address, and financial 
record (or ability to make the mon- 
thy payments). Some additional 
information should be know'n, Miss 
James feels, in order to ascertain 
if the prospective member will be 
able to keep up the appearance 
of his home and make a good 
neighbor. Also the board voiced 
concern over the situation which 
sometimes occurs when a person 
purchases a home for a relative. 
In such cases, does the relative 
care about maintaining his home 
as much as an actual owner might? 
A special committee will be ap¬ 
pointed to study this question fur¬ 
ther. 

Littering 

The city’s new anti-littering or¬ 
dinance provides that the property 
owner is responsible for all of the 
common areas and subject, with 
certain conditions, to penalty, no 
matter w r ho does the dumping. This 
means that GHI might have to pay 
the penalty for trash on the com¬ 
mon areas beside the road, for ex¬ 
ample. 

The manager recommended that 
this ordinance be referred to an 
appropriate committee for recom¬ 
mendations and regulations. One 
possibility is that the nearest court 
might share the burden of the pen¬ 
alty. 

Other 

No action was taken on an ad¬ 
ditional parking lot on Southw r ay 
because of the generally negative 
response from nearby courts . . . 
There are still some garages avail- 


The alternative that now r has 
the Planning Board's go-ahead 
would involve the transfer of sew- 
age from the Anacostia drainage 
basin to the Western Branch of 
the Bald Hill Branch (using the 
Patuxent River estuary). This ap¬ 
proval would be contingent on the 
lifting of the state-imposed sewer 
moratorium. 

Council Winds Up Fiscal 
Year With Special Meeting 

In a brief meeting on Tuesday 
night — the last of the fiscal year 
— council adopted a new pay scale 
for city employees that reflects the 
5% increase effective July 1, voted 
to pay two-thirds instead of one- 
third of the cost of the employee’s 
health plan, and shifted funds ar¬ 
ound from surplus accounts to defi¬ 
cit accounts. Council also heard a 
request from Charles McDonald, 
new" vice-president of the Golden 
Age Club, for a special waste col¬ 
lection rate for senior citizens. 

In a final matter, council was 
alerted to the fast-moving develop¬ 
ments with respect to the Green¬ 
briar apartment project. The de¬ 
veloper Is seeking several excep¬ 
tions with respect to the number of 
2-bedroom and 3-bedroom apart¬ 
ments, th^ number of parking 
snots to be provided, and the width 
of the buffer zone adjacent to NA¬ 
SA. In addition, he is seeking a 
shift in the elementary school site 
to the corner of Greenbelt Road 
ana Man dan Road and also county 
approval of a new" sewage plan for 
the project. 

City manager James Giese felt 
that the city w"Ould need additional 
time to look at all these matters. 
The subject will be on the agenda 
of the next council meeting on 
Monday, July 12.

rently subject to the sewage mor¬ 
atorium, but it is anticipated that 
the Western Branch will have its 
restrictions lifted first. (There 
are plans to increase the capacity 
of the Western Branch.) The Tech¬ 
nical Staff said that when the An¬ 
acostia drainage basin also has its 
restrictions lifted, the sewage flow 
would be diverted back in that di¬ 
rection. 

The alternative plan would in¬ 
crease costs about $400,000 - or 
double the cost of the original 
plan. The Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission expects that 
the developer will be charged his 
proportionate share. 

The alternative plan would in¬ 
volve two pumping stations in¬ 
stead of one — in addition to the 
Beaver Creek pumping station 
there would be a collector pump¬ 
ing station known as the Brier 
Ditch pumping station. Both 
pumping stations would pump 
sewage via force mains to the Bald 
Hill Branch Trunk sewer for trans¬ 
port to the Western Branch Waste- 
water Treatment Plant. 

Altogether, the alternative plan 
concurred in by the Planning 
Board last week would not only in¬ 
volve a revision of project 27.3, but 
also changes in two other projects 
— No. 72.1 and No. 57.6 — and intro¬ 
duction of an entirely new project 
— No. 27.4. 

The original sewage plan (pro¬ 
ject 27.3) for the 1,148-unit Green¬ 
briar project, located on the Smith- 
Ewing tract north of Greenbelt 
Road and east of the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway, was to eost 
$287,600; $225,000 for Beaverdam 

Creek pumping station and $62,600 
for a 16-inch diameter force main. 
Under the alternative, project 27.3 
would cost an estimated $321,300 to 
reflect the increased length of the 
force main and its direction into 
Bald Hill Branch. 

The other cost increases are com¬ 
puted as follows: Project 27,1, 
which is intended to serve the Glen 
Ora apartment complex south of 
Greenbelt Road through Brier 
Ditch, Branch “A”, would now cost 
$130,400 instead of the original 
$75,000 ‘ to reflect the increase in 
anticipated flow. 

The new project 27.4 which con¬ 
sists of the Brier Ditch pumping 
station and force main to serve 
both projects 27.3 and 27,1, would 
cost an estimated $201,700. Final¬ 
ly, project 57.6 — the already pro¬ 
grammed Bald Hill Branch Re¬ 
lief sewer would now cost $471,200 
instead of $367,200 because of the 
need to add Branch “T” to accom¬ 
modate the anticipated increase in 
flows from the Greenbrier and 
Glen Ora apartment developments. 

In making the recommendation, 
however, the Technical Staff ex¬ 
pressed concern for the ever-in¬ 
creasing sewage service commit¬ 
ments being made in the Western 
Branch watershed, when it is not 
now known what the impact will 
be on the quality of the receiving 
water of the Patuxent River es¬ 
tuary. It urged that a thorough 
analysis be undertaken of the sub¬ 
ject 

The Planning Board recommen¬ 
dation will now be forwarded to 
the county council for further ac¬ 
tion. The county council has al¬ 
ready scheduled an all-day hear¬ 
ing on Wednesday, July 14, to 
consider a request by the Green¬ 
briar developers — Alan Kay and 
associates — for approval of a spe¬ 
cial exception to permit bedrooms 
in excess of the number permitted 
by zoning ordinance.

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The Indoor Swim Pool - - 
Issues and Figures

The Aquatic Booster Club and other interested citizens are 
supporting a move to have the City of Greenbelt issue bonds to 
finance the construction of an indoor swimming pool. The city 
council has authorized the mayor to appoint a 5-member commit¬ 
tee to study the desirability of putting such a bond issue proposal 
to a referendum in connection with the September city election 
balloting. 

What are the major issues involved in providing this addition 
to the city's recreation program? 

The Rooster Club maintains that the indoor swimming pool 
;an be a self-suporting operation. City staff members are not 
that sure. 

The Expenditure Side 

Both sides agree that the costs of operating the indoor pool 
will amount to roughly $19-20 an hour, with some differences due 
to the size of the pool and the size and duration of the loan. There 
is also a question whether an indoor pool open in the summer 
months will be a paying proposition. 

The city is concerned that an indoor pool used in the summer 
for lessons and swim team practice will cause the outdoor pool to 
lose a source of extra revenue and thus increase its problem of 
maintaining self-sufficiency. The Booster Club simply says if 
summer operations do not cover operating costs for the indoor pool, 
it can be closed for the summer. 

In order to eliminate the summer months as a factor, the 
Booster Club bases its cost estimates on an 8-month winter season 
of 370 hours a month. Dividing the estimated annual costs of 
operation ($16,700), annual payrol costs ($24,700) and debt service 
for a $250»,OftQ loan at 6 percent for 30 years ($14,000) by 2,960 
hours produces an hourly cost of roughly $19 an hour. Those oper¬ 
ating and payroll costs are based on the experience of Rockville 
with its indoor swimming pool, though the Booster Club points 
out that Rockville has a bigger pool than that contemplated by 
Greenbelt and that therefore the costs when applied to Greenbelt 
may be overstated. The city has little quarrel with these figures, 
except to note that if the indoor pool is not used in the summer¬ 
time, there are some additional maintenance costs of closing and 
opening. 

The Income Side 

The main difference between the city and the Booster Club 
lies in the assessment of the amount of income that an indoor 
jwimming pool will produce. The Booster Club notes that the 
going rate for renting indoor pools to swimming clubs, is at least 
$25 an hour. It figures 25 hours a week of rentals, producing an 
annual income of approximately $20,000. Monthly income from 
:he swim team is expected to produce another $1,120, or about 
$9,000 a year. 

The difference between this $29,000 income and annual pool 
costs of $56,000 will have to come from membership fees, fees for 
swimming instruction and income from health spa and special 
events. After allowing for these other sources of income, the Boos¬ 
ter Club estimates that the difference can be covered with 400 
memberships at $47 each, with non-residents paying higher 
amounts. The club feels that 400 or more members is a realistic 
assumption, noting that the Greenbelt Municipal Pool now sells 
about 750 passes (of which 88 are single membership passes and 
it 14 non-resident passes). These figures exclude the patronage of 
Springhill Lake, Charlestowne, University Square, and Lakeside 
North residents who have their own outdoor but no indoor swim¬ 
ming pools. 

The city staff is not confident of the sale of 400 or more mem¬ 
berships when one considers that residents may also have to pay 
a separate fee for the outdoor pool (which is now $35.) Rockville 
was forced to give a discount in fees for those using both the indoor 
and outdoor pool because of poor winter sales. (Rockville has a 
$60 fee for summer-only or winter-only membership, but an $80 
fee for all-year-round membership.) Obviously a discounted fee 
for the number of memberships projected will not produce a self- 
suporting operation. 

The city also feels that the pressure of members to allot the 
best swimming hours to them will cut into the use of the indoor 
pool for rental and swim team purposes. 

The Boosters Club replies that the Rockville experience is not 
too applicable, noting that the Rockville pool is faced by competi¬ 
tion from a second indoor pool in the city — the one operated by 
the Jewish Community Center, Greenbelt obviously will have 
only one indoor pool and also a larger geographical area (without 
such facilities) to draw upon for patronage. However, there have 
been reports that the Park and Planning Commission is interested 
in developing plans for such pools in the county. 

Some city recreation leaders feel that the beneficial effetcs of 
an'indoor swimming pool are so great that it need not neces¬ 
sarily be a self-sustaining operation. Moreover, they believe it is 
possible that some Federal or State funds may be available to help 
finance the pool,

Town House Episode Con'L 

I feel like an ingrate to correct 
Mr. Kastner’s account of the Town 
House episode (GHI Board meeting 
of June 10) after he was so kind 
as to gather some background 
from me before writing it up. But 
as loaded as the phrase “conflict 
of interest” is, I would never use 
it publicly on my own instance 
without considerable legally admis- 
sable evidence to back it up. 

The term was used in my letter 
from the American Institute of Ar 
chitects’ executive staff. It is note¬ 
worthy that it was called a “na¬ 
tural” conflict of interest which is 
not legally actionable. 

Why all the fuss over an archi¬ 
tect? Under a standard contract, 
an architect’s job is not done when 
he runs copies from a batch of 
lines on vellum. So far, he has 
produced an idea his clients have 
agreed suits them. Now he has to 
get it off the drawing board. He 
has chosen materials to combine 
economy and durability, and has 
to decide what construction or In¬ 
stallation methods will use them 
to best advantage. 

The materials may not be the 
most convenient for the contrac¬ 
tor to procure, or the methods 
for him to follow; but he has put 
in his bid in full knowledge of this. 
Now he has to ante up. 

To insure this, the architect has 
the authority to inspect and reject 
any materials or work the contrac¬ 
tor or his subcontractors produce; 
even (under certain conditions) if 
this means destroying subsequent 
work that overlays it. This is in¬ 
cluded in the bid conditions and 
the expense must be carried by the 
contractor. 

The arcihtect’s legal and finan¬ 
cial responsibilities to his client 
are still hanging over him, A 
reputable architect, like a reputa¬ 
ble contractor, wall always make 
good on any problem that may 
fairly attach to his activities in the 
project. As party in the contract, 
he may otherwise be liable to dam¬ 
ages or other remedy under Ar¬ 
ticle 16, section 169 of the Annota¬ 
ted code of Maryland. He is furth¬ 
er threatened by loss of license 
with prohibition, under pain of fine 
and/or imprisonment, against sub¬ 
sequent practice within the State 
under article 43 section 524, 

Now the GHI membership resolv¬ 
ed that Town House expenses 
should be strictly segregated from 
those of the frames and bricks. 
Fine. Very wise. But a difference 
of thousands of dollars for each 
purchaser — and in current ex¬ 
penses — may depend on whether 
structural and design flaws are 
corrected under the guarantees of 
a full, standard construction con¬ 
tract or not. It has meant several 
thousand, all together, already. 

It may mean that most flaws will 
never be corrected at all, for with 
the best will in the world on the 
part of GHI Maintenance, we are 
now tied to an unfavorable budget 
situation and strictly limited in 
what we may or may not accomp¬ 
lish. The purchaser of a new GHI 
Town House under these circum¬ 
stances is not protected, either way, 
in the slightest. I do not find this 
acceptable,

Crowded Pool 

When I saw an article under the 
heading “Empty Pool,” I wonder¬ 
ed where that pool could be, cer¬ 
tainly not in Greenbelt. 

Of course after seeing that the 
writer withheld his or her name, 
I did think nobody would pay 
much attention to the article, Alas 
this was not so. 

Never have I heard the adult 
swim announced before the hour. 
Hundreds of children can not in¬ 
deed climb up four ladders in 10 
seconds. But it does not take these 
children too long to climb up 10 
ladders, with at least a third of 
them jumping out without the aid 
of ladders. 

In the last two weeks I ran into 
several friends who said: “I want 
to make the adult swim at 4 o’clock 
(or 5 o’clock) . . . my only chance 
to get swimming in today.” So the 
adults in the lap area at 4 o’clock 
are different ones from those at 
5 o'clock, these being the parents 
that pay the bills for membership 
fees and the children’s lessons. I 
would think they should have a 
good chance to swim too. 

Apparently the children as well 
as the guards need a 12-minute 
break by Prince Georges County 
rules. To do this simultaneously 
seems the best way indeed. 

Now I.am terribly concerned a- 
bout “the antagonism building up 
in the children by these rules,” but 
I am somewhat put at ease by the 
words of one 12-year-old: “If I was 
in the water as much as I am al¬ 
lowed to be, with lessons in the 
morning and swimming in the af¬ 
ternoon, I would come home water¬ 
logged everyday.” 

The pool was built in the thir¬ 
ties for a much smaller popula¬ 
tion. Let us make the most of a 
crowded ppol and put our efforts 
behind the people who work to¬ 
ward an indoor pool in Greenbelt.

The letter of June 24, entitled 
“Empty Pool” by Name Withheld, 
is unfair and grossly inaccurate. 
I have been a patron of the Green¬ 
belt Community Pool for many 
years, and the pool management 
this year is of the same high 
quality as in past years. Name 
Withheld must not use the pool, 
otherwise the inaccurate charges 
of adult swim periods exceeding 
fifteen minutes, and life guards loaf¬ 
ing would not have been made. 

Name Withheld apparently does 
not realize that many adults re¬ 
strict their time in the pool to the 
fifteen minute period each hour. As 
a result, the pool during the forty- 
five minute unrestricted period is 
less crowded than might otherwise 
be the case. In addition to provid¬ 
ing young people with a reason¬ 
able rest period, the fifteen minute 
adult swim period allows the life 
guards to recoup their energies 
and alertness to better watch the 
large number of people for the re¬ 
mainder of the hour. 

It is my opinion that a large 
majority of the pool patrons (ad¬ 
ults and young people) feel that 
the pool is very well managed and 
that the life guards and other pool 
employees are hard working, cour¬ 
teous and effective.

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Council and Manager Attend 
Municipal League Convention 


A resolution adopted by Greenbelt and a resolution submitted 
by College Park and supported by Greenbelt were both adopted at 
the 24th Annual Convention of the Maryland Municipal League, 
held June 20-23 at Convention Hall in Ocean City. Greenbelt’s 
city council turned out in force to attend the meeting, and city 
manager James K. Gieae also attended. _ 


Greenbelt’s resolution, which or¬ 
iginated with a committee of city 
employees on employee benefits, 
garnered League support in urg¬ 
ing the state of Maryland to pro¬ 
vide a 20-year retirement plan 
for police officers in which munic¬ 
ipalities could also participate. 
Mayor pro tern Richard Pilski and 
Giese appeared before the Resolu¬ 
tions Committee of the League to 
present the proposal. 

Two years previously Greenbelt 
had attempted to win state legis¬ 
lative support for the same pro¬ 
posal and had also approached the 
State police with the plan. The 
legislative session had adjourned 
that year, however, with no action 
being taken on the proposal. 

Greenbelt also supported a reso¬ 
lution submitted by College Park 
which endorsed state consideration 
of legal action against the Big 
Three automobile manufacturers, 
who recently discontinued fleet 
discounts. This action has resulted 
in higher costs of about $1000 per 
vehicle to governmental units in 
their purchases of police cars and 
other official vehicles. College 
Park’s resolution also called upon 
municipalities in the state to with¬ 
hold purchasing of new vehicles 
where possible. 

Greenbelt an Example 

Giese, who attended a special 
workshop on intergovernmental re¬ 
lations, heard Walter Scheiber, 
executive director of the Metro¬ 
politan Washington Council of 
Governments and a panelist in the 
workshop, hold up as a good ex¬ 
ample of intergovernmental rela¬ 
tions the recently completed agree¬ 
ment between Greenbelt and Col¬ 
lege Park to share the latter’s san¬ 
itary landfill site. 

County executive William Gul- 
lett, also a panelist, emphasized 
the county’s oflrrts to work closely 
with municipalities within its jur¬ 
isdiction. He particularly signed 
out two new arrangements which 
the county is seeking to bring into 
being: a contractu ral service 

whereby municipalities may get 
extra help from the county police 
department duruing emergency sit¬ 
uations, and a central garage fa¬ 
cility which could be used to ser¬ 
vice municipal vehicles as well as 
those belonging to the county. 

The third member of the panel 
was Joseph Anastasi, deputy sec¬ 
retary of the Maryland department 
jf economic and community de¬ 
velopment and Governor Mandcl’s 
liaison with local government. 

Other Workshops 

Also at thb convention Mayor 
Edgar L, Smith heard the Honor¬ 
able J. Millard Tawes, former Go¬ 
vernor of Maryland, and secretary 
of the Maryland department of na¬ 
tural resources, <*jid Eugene Jen¬ 
sen. acting deputy assistant admin¬ 
istrator for water quality of the 
Federal Environmental Protection 
Agency, speak on a livable ciy 
environment Councilman Robert 
McGee attended a workshop in 
which Richard D. Herzog, director 
of community sendees in Rockville, 
spoke on human resource develop¬ 
ment 

Pilski, who as Mayor pro tem is 
expected to assume the mayoralty 
when Smith steps down to assume 
his new position as District Court 
judge, represented Greenbeit at a 
meeting with Gullet and represen¬ 
tatives of 2d other ot the 23 cities 
in the county to discuss ways to 
improve county -munierpal relations. 

Senators Edward T. C nroy and 
Slotry H, Hover fboth P PO> were 
named State Offiicals of the Year 
at the Awards Banquet which high¬ 
lighted the convention. Tradition- 
allv presented to Maryland state 
officials who distinguish themselves 
through outstanding contributions 
to local government, the award 
was inaugurated in 1961 and rep¬ 
resents the League s highest token 
of recognition to public officials. 


Primers on Auto 
Purchase Repairs

“It’s time to buy a new car!” or. 
“It’s time to get a 10,000 mile tune- 
up!” These familiar phrases are 
heard often in nearly every Amer¬ 
ican home. In some cases, much 
time and attention is paid to get¬ 
ting the best buy on a new car, or 
in finding a good mechanic to take 
care of the old one. Most families, 
however, take the easy way out 
and go to the most convenient auto 
dealer to purchase a car and to get 
maintenance services. 

Two valuable reference books, 
available through the Greenbelt 
Library, can help prospective car 
buyers in their selection of an 
auto and in finding a reliable au¬ 
tomobile garage or mechanic. The 
first of these books is How to Save 
Money When You Buy and Drive 
Your Car, by Merle E. Dowd, Par¬ 
ker Publishing Company, Inc., 
West Nyack, N.Y. The second is 
What You Should Know Before 
You Have Your Car Repaired, by 
Anthony Till, Sherbourne Press, 
Inc., Los Angeles, California. 

Dowd, consultant on money man¬ 
agement, engineer, and test ana¬ 
lyst, presents many money-saving 
and dollar-stretching ideas for con¬ 
trolling the cost of buying, run¬ 
ning and maintaining a car. One 
mentioned novel idea, which a good 
amateur mechanic could possibly 
use, is that of owning disposable 
cars — buying an older car at a 
low price and then disposing of it 
when maintenance expenses get 
too high. Random chapter titles in 
this work include “How to Spend 
Less When You Buy Your New 
Car,” “Learn How to Buy a Used 
Car With Confidence,” “Engine 
Oil —* Your Least Costly Auto In¬ 
surance,” and “Learn When and 
How Muuqh to Spend on Car In¬ 
surance..” 

Till’s book cover carries this 
warning: “Don’t let any repair¬ 
man, mechanic, or garage attend¬ 
ant touch your car until you read 
this book.” This note of caution 
marks Till as a very consumer-or¬ 
iented author, and his writing 
brings out many practices by the 
six types of automobile repair ga¬ 
rages which can be considered 
questionable. Till has very good 
credentials for reviewing the auto 
repair business, as he has sold 
every major type of automobile 
throughout England, Canada and 
the United States. He has also 
held every position of importance 
in new and used car dealerships, 
including management of repair 
departments. 

This “What You Should Know 
Before—book is extremely easy 
reading, organized in such a way 
that the reader is given a tour 
through all the intricacies and 
dark corners of the auto repair 
business. Upon emerging, in the 
opinion of the reviewer, the car 
owner is no longer at the mercy 
of the new car dealer’s “Service 
Advisor,” who generally gets a 
commission on the amount of main¬ 
tenance work he writes up, or 
the inexperienced mechanic hiding 
behind a newly-displayed fran¬ 
chise sign. 

These two books are good choic¬ 
es for summer reading for people 
who are interested in getting the 
most for their dollar in terms of 
auutomobllc transportaion.

School Enrollment Figures 

Enrollment at North End and St 
Hugh’s elementary schools was 
lower during the recent sehool 
year than in previous years, while 
the student body at Center and 
Springhill Lake schools increased 
slightly. 

North End’s enrollment was 555, 
some 8% less than last year. The 
pupil capacity of the school is 600. 
At St. Hugh’s, the enrollment drop¬ 
ped by almost 14%. Two hundred 
fifty-three youngsters attended 
classes from first through eighth 
grades.

School comprised 636, an increase 
of 5% over last year. The rated 
capacity of the school is approxi¬ 
mately 634 students.

SOCC Reviews Year 
Elects New Officers 

At the Save Our Community 
Committee membership meeting on 
June 21, Charles McDonald was 
elected chairman. Other new offi¬ 
cers are Thomas X. White, vice 
chairman; Eunice Coxon, secretary; 
and James Welsh, treasurer. Mem¬ 
bers of the executive committee 
are Dorothy Baluch, Irene Hen- 
sel, Nathan Hughes, and the im¬ 
mediate past co-chairman, Rhea 
Cohen and William Lathom. 

Reviewing their first year, Mrs. 
Cohen noted that SOCC initiated 
the protest over the senior high 
school Parcel 2 site which resulted 
in the removal of the school. She 
said that although the Prince 
Georges Board of Education has 
given FDR Senior High School 
high priority in its building pro¬ 
gram, the State Board of Public 
Works may need to be persuaded 
to release construction funds for 
the school when these will be re¬ 
quired this fall. 

It was recalled that in March, 
1970, SOCC advocated City pur¬ 
chase of Parcels 1 and 2 to restore 
the original outer greenbelt, and 
insisted that the middle portion of 
the proposed perimeter road, which 
would cut through these properties 
was not needed. Now that the re- 
zoning hearing on the tracts has 
been postponed indefinitely, Mrs. 
Cohen added, both issues seem to 
be on the way to resolution. 

The SOCC instructed its new ex¬ 
ecutive committee to testify in the 
opposition at the July 14 District 
Council hearings on the Greenbriar 
Apartments special exceptions, 
parking waiver and zoning var¬ 
iance, as well as at the yet-un- 
scheduled hearing on the six-mile 
sewer program amendment for the 
same tracts. On the latter issue 
SOCC decided to oppose all of the 
proposed sewer changes except the 
one which will serve the new high 
school. 

Guest speaker for the evening 
was James Vance, a computer an¬ 
alyst, and well-known attorney for 
community civic groups. He esti¬ 
mated that annual zoning profits 
In Prince Georges County amount 
to $25-to-$50 million and that in¬ 
dustrial rezoning brings from 10 to 
25 times the original price of land. 
To counterbalance the pressures of 
the powerful PG real estate in¬ 
dustry, Vance stressed that vigi¬ 
lant citizens' associations, such as 
SOCC. must play a major role in 
county planning, particularly at 
hearings. 


TRAFFIC TIPS 

Keep your wheels straight while 
waiting to make a left turn. If you 
turn your wheels to the left in, an¬ 
ticipation, you may be accidentally 
hit from behind and pushed into 
on-coming traffic. 

An extremely slow driver on a 
freeway designed for high spend 
traffic is a menace. Both abnorm¬ 
ally high speeds and low speeds 
that deviate sharply from the nor¬ 
mal traffic flow are dangerous and 
should be avoided. 

Trinkets hanging in car windows 
or non-official stickers on windows 
are real distractions. Good vision 
is all important to safe driving, so 
keep your car windows free of 
gadgets or anything that obstructs 
your view. 


Fishing Safety Tips 

Before dropping that first line 
into the water when the fishing 
season opens, fishermen are cau¬ 
tioned to go over a few safety 
rules that may prevent death or 
serious injury. The Prince Georges 
County Chapter, ARC, offers the 
following tips: 

(1) Know how to swim and how 
to administer first aid; (2) Carry 
a first aid kit, needlenose pliers, 
wire cutters and a pocket knife. 
(3) Always look before casting and 
use an overhead cast when in a 
boat with others. (4) If you fish 
alone leave word where you will 
be and when you plan to return; 
(5) When wading, step cautiously 
to avoid slipping on rocks or fall¬ 
ing into deep holes; (6) If you snag 
yourself with a hook, cut off the 
line, bandage the wound and seek 
immediate medical treatment. Don't 
risk further injury by trying to re¬ 
move a deeply imbedded hook; 
17) Never stand up in a small boat 
while fishing; (8) Carry a life pre¬ 
server for each person on the boat; 
(9) Don’t go out onto open water 
in threatening weather. 

New National Flood 
Insurance Program 

The National Flood Insurance 
Program enacted by Congress of¬ 
fers the means whereunder home¬ 
owners and small businessmen can 
obtain insurance protection against 
property losses from floods and 
mudslides. Encouraging the wide¬ 
spread use of this opportunity is 
regarded as a Red Cross respon¬ 
sibility since its Congressional 
Charter obligates the Red Cross to 
carry on measures to prevent suf¬ 
fering caused by floods and other 
calamities. 

As amended in 1969, the National 
Flood Insurance Program makes 
available flood and mudslide in¬ 
surance at subsidized rates to 
homeowners, renters (who may ob¬ 
tain coverage on household posses¬ 
sions) and small businessmen in 
communities which have become 
eligible for this insurance cover¬ 
age. According to the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development, the residents of 
Prince Georges County (except 
Laurel) are eligible for this in¬ 
surance. 

The program makes available 
coverage up to $17,500 for single 
family structures and up to a max¬ 
imum of $30,000 for two-to-four 
family structures. In addition, cov¬ 
erage up to $5,000 on the contents 
of each unit can also be obtained. 

The premiums range from 10c 
to 50c per $100 for private dwell¬ 
ings and from 50c to 60c on house¬ 
hold contents. Slightly higher 
rates provide comparable cover¬ 
age for small businesses. 

It should be noted, that if in¬ 
surance is not purchased within 
one year of the date the commun¬ 
ity becomes eligible, those who 
could have purchased it without 
undue hardship are not eligible for 
other federal disaster benefits such 
as low-cost SBA or FHA loans. 

Residents may purchase flood in¬ 
surance policies from any local 
property and casualty insurance 
agent or broker licensed to do 
business within the State.
